Sierra Madre is capable of cast¬ 
ing 1889 votes at next Tuesday's 
Presidenital primary election 67 
more than it was po.ssible to re¬ 
cord in the recent municipal elec¬ 
tion. 

The registration is divided as 
follows: Republicans, 1,207; Demo¬ 
crats. 513; Socialists. 16; Prohi¬ 
bitionists, 18; Liberty, 3 and re- 
fu.sed to enroll as members of 
any party, 135. 

Both the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic organizations started yes¬ 
terday by personal appeal to get 
out the vote of their following, 
both offering transportation to 
and from the polls. 

It is expected that the great¬ 
est Presidential vote ever cast at 
a primary election will be poled 
here, interest being added by bal¬ 
lot proposals on regulation of the 
oil industry and prohibition 
against pollution of the beaches 
by oil companies and shippers. 

Serra Madre motorists have 
started a lively campaign in op¬ 
position to Proposition No. 1 on 
the ballot, which propo.scs to cre¬ 
ate a board controlled by the oil 
industry to regulate oil produc¬ 
tion with the consequent fixing 
of gasoline price and con.sump- 
tlon.

More than a dozen pupils of 
the public school, the junior high 
school and college have fallen 
victims to some one of the three 
di.seases, .Miss Barker said. 

There have been four cases 
of scarlet fever, two in the public 
school, one in the junior high and 
one in the junior college, she de¬ 
clared. Three ca.scs of measles 
and six of chicken pox have also 
been reported in the piiblic 
.school. 

I There have boon no cases re- 
' ported from St. Rita's convent 
school, Mrs. Barker .said, 
j "We con handle the situation 
I without any trouble." she 
maintained, "if there is coopera¬ 
tion of the parents. Children 
.should be kept away from other 
ch’Idrcn who have colds or are 
j not well, and parents should im¬ 
mediately investigate any indispo- 
jsition on the part of their child¬ 
ren We had a whooping cough 
I epidemic here last year, hut it 
I was stamped out almost at the 
‘ start through the right kind of 
I cooperation." 

' I’.arents are asked to he on 
; guard against the following symp¬ 
toms: .scarlet fever, sore throat, 

' fever and rash; measles, highly 
I inllammed niusel membranes, sore 
eyes and common colds; chicken 
’ pox, rash.

General acceotance of the pro¬ 
posed 5-way “labor exchange" 
plan, proposed as a new unem¬ 
ployment relief measure, has been 
given by local merchants and 
jobless, it was disclosed today by 
President W. E. Craig, of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

At the same time, Mr. Craig 
disclosed that Sierra Madre’s un- 
emplyoment situation this week 
has been more hopeful than for 
.some tlms. 

This was shown, he said, by 
the ♦'act that a large number of 
merchants signified their willing¬ 
ness to take part in the relief 
move, while the city’s jobless, in 
the majority of instance.s, were 
already at work. 

The new relief "5-way” plan 
calls for merchants to "write off" 
a certain proportion of the un¬ 
paid accounts of their jobless 
clients, when tho.se clients are 
willing to exchange a propor¬ 
tionate amount of labor on some 
public undertaking. 

Merchants in practically every 
ca.se are willing to co-operate 
In the relief plan, Mr. Craig said.

Commission, history shows that
